of the rights, needs, and well-being of all young children,

with a primary focus on the provision of educational and

developmental needs and services; and

WHEREAS, The Illinois Association for the Education of

Young Children (ILAEYC) is the State affiliate of the National

Association for the Education of Young Children; ILAEYC has

over 3,100 members and 17 local affiliate chapters around the

State dedicated to the same mission; and

WHEREAS, The National Association for the Education of

Young Children has designated the week of April 11-16 as the

Week of the Young Child; the month of April is designated as

Month of the Young Child in the State of Illinois; and

WHEREAS, The purpose of the Month of the Young Child is to

focus public attention on the needs of young children and their
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families and to recognize the individuals, early childhood

programs, and services that are dedicated to meeting those

needs; and
